__ A group of Richmond Heights 
business and professional men 
lost a bank charter contest late 
last year to a group headed by 
Sidney Salomon Jr., former 
treasurer of. the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee, after the los- 
ers accepted the advice of Mis- 
souri Finance. Commissioner G. 
Hubert Bates, the Post-Dispatch 
was told today. 


Bates advised the losers to re- 
duce the size of the area their 
new bank in Richmond Heights 
would serve, they said, and then 
awarded the charter to Salo- 
mon’s group because the latter 
proposed serving a larger area 
than the losers. 

Bitter Accusations. 


As related yesterday, a sharp 
rise in bank applications in Mis- 
souri has resulted in bitter accu- 
sations of favoritism. Among 
complaints voiced to Bates are: 


1. Political considerations have 
been the principal factors in 
selecting winners of bank char- 
ter contests. 

2. Established banks are being 
permitted to block unfairly is- 
suance of charters to new imsti- 
tutions. . 

3. Bates’s office, in some in- 
stances, has refused to issue 
charters after encouraging the 
organizers dnd after they fol- 
lowed his suggestions in plan- 
ning’ the institutions. 

4. “Dummy” corporations have 
been formed to apply for char- 
ters in areas new 
banks seek to serve. This action 
delays, or blocks, formation of 
new banking institutions. 

$100,000 Capital Posted. 

The earlier application for a 
bank charter jn Richmond 
Heights was filed in October, 
1958, by W. Alfred Hayes, an in- 
surance executive; Glen Davis, 
James L. Scott, Fraficis J. Bell 
and George R. Wolf, attorney for 
the group. It was proposed to 
call the new institution the Bank 
of Richmond Heights. The group 
posted $100,000 in a St. Louis 
bank as capital. 

At the suggestion of Bates, the 
Post-Dispatch was told, capitali- 
zation was set up to permit rais- 
ing it to $500,000. Bates cautioned 
the group, it was stated, against 
over-estimating the revenue area.

FISH IS REPORTED 


CAPTURED ALIVE 


TANANARIVE, Madagascar, 
| Jan. 4 (AP)—Fishermen are re- 
ported to have caught and kept 
alive a coelacanth—a rare fish 
valued by scientists as a link 
in the chain of evolution. 

The Madagascar Institute of 
Research said it is sending sci- 
entists to the island where the 
fish was reported being kept 
alive by immersion in sea water. 

The institute said it believed 
this was the first time a 
coelacanth has been kept alive 
for any. length of time after 
being caught. It said the fish 
was hooked Saturday night. 

The coelacanth lived millions 
of years ago. Scientists once 
knew of it only from fossils and 
long believed it to be extinct. 
The first specimen was caught 
several years ago’ off Africa.

Three or four Iraqi soldiers 
waved from the. river bank as 
the Iranian Oil Co. ship, accom- 
panied by two small naval patrol 
craft, passed on the way to Khus- 
roabad, a port downstream from 
the giant Abadan refinery. The 
supply ship paid no toll. 

The Iranian white paper ac- 
cused Iraq of using toll revenues 
to build airports and hotels in- 
stead of using the money to im- 
prove navigation on the river as 
specified by the agreement 
reached between the two coun- 
tries in 1938. 

Jraq_ also was accused of 
searching Iranian ships and

Cooper, in his statement, said 
that “‘Naturally we are relieved 
that this controversy is over and 
the nation-wide fear of another 
steel strike on Jan. 26 has been 
removed. 


Beyond Previous Offer. 

“Certain formal procedures 
have to be followed before terms 
of the ‘settlement can be dis- 
closed,”” Cooper went on. “How- 
ever; in due course, it will be 
known that the recommended 
settlement which we have ac- 
cepted represents a compromise 
which ‘goes beyond what the 
companies had previously of- 
fered. But it is clear that in the 
light of all of the circumstances 
at hand, the best course of 
action was for the companies to 
accept the recommended settle- 
ment,” 


In an obvious reference to the 
industry’s demands for greater 
latitude in setting plant work 
rules, the thorniest issue in the 
long controversy, Cooper said 
that “with the occasion of con- 
troversy past, we hope that the 
union officers at all levels and 
the steel workers they represent 
will join hands with management 
in a united effort to improve ef- 
ficiency and eliminate waste— 
and in this way to increase the 
rate of economic progress so 
greatly needed.” 

Cooper added that “‘the degree 
of such co-operaticn will bear 
heavily upon the extent to which 
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Nixon and Secretary Mitchell ail 
had been very “helpful” in bring- 
ing about “this historic settle- 
ment.”’ 

‘Message of Peace.’ 

It was then that he explained 
that he would not disclose terms 
of the settlement until after he 
meets with his 171-member Wage 
Policy Committee tomorrow aft- 
ernoon at which he will have a 
“message of peace and pros- 
perity for the steel workers’’ to 
deliver. 

His reference to the prospec- 
tive report on the. union still be- 
ing “safe and secure” was an 
apparent reference to some reso- 
lution of the work rules problem 
satisfactory to the union leaders. 
They had denounced the com- 
panies’ demands relating to 
changes in work rules as a 
scheme by industry to institute 
speedups in work loads and de- 
prive an estimated 110,000 mill 
hands of their jobs. 

Although neither side would 
discuss the terms of the settle- 
ment, a source close to the nego- 
tiations told the Post-Dispatch 
that ‘‘the union is a hell of a lot 
better off under the terms 
agreed upon than it would have 
been if it had accepted the com- 
panies’ final offer.”’

| States has planned to withdraw 
as the Japanese defense forces 
expand. The United States has 
kept its schedule of withdrawal, 
but the Japanese defense forces 
have not maintained their sched- 
ule of expansion. 


The reduction of facilities used 
by the United States has been 
carried out on an even larger 
scale. The American forces oc- 
cupied 3800 facilities of all sorts 
—bases, warehouses, office build- 
ings, ports—in 1952 and today 
use 252. 

Military authorities cannot pre- 
dict how long the United States 
will keep forces in Japan. If 
military requirements govern 
future arrangements, the United

Protecting All the Children

nance are hardly in the public interest—espe- 


cially in view of the shocking number of fire 
hazards that the Board overlooked when .con- 
ducting its own fire-safety inspections. 


An independent inspection by the Fire De- 
partment a year ago, following the disastrous 
parochial school tragedy in Chicago, uncov- 
ered such hazards as these; 106 public school 
buildings with open stairwells, 138 without 
illuminated exit lights, 78 with an insufficient 
number of fire extinguishers, 43 with im- 
properly inclosed boiler rooms, 33 with stor- 
age lockers under stairways, 63 in which 
flammable liquids were stored and 30 in 
which lower floor windows were encased with 
heavy wire guards. 

The fire safety ordinance enacted by the 
Aldermen last September merely requires 
that all public and parochial schools in the 
city that were built before 1945 meet the 
requirements for schools built since that year. 

As Director of Public Safety Joseph P. Ses- 
tric has pointed out, the present ordinance 
was drawn from the national fire safety 
code, a model approved by fire underwriters 
throughout the country, after studies going 
back as far as 1937. It may cost as much as 
$8,000,000 for the public schools to comply 
with it, but in a case like this it is better to 
be safe than sorry. We commend Mayor 
Tucker ‘for his pledge to resist any School 
Board efforts to cripple the ordinance.

Clear Track for Rail Mergers 

Merger as a major means of restoring the 
nation’s railroads to: economic health will, 
we hope, come into increasing use in this new 
year. Certainly it promises to do so. Com- 
pared with only two major mergers last year, 
five mergers involving 16 railroads are under 
study and a sixth is before the Interstate 
Commerce Commission for decision. 

Since the ICC. has become, in the recent 
past, more favorable to merger—and since 
conditions have commended it to many others 
—it has become increasingly evident that the 
combination of two or more railroads is -a 
difficult feat indeed. Satisfying all classes 
of creditors that they are receiving equal- 
treatment is only one necessity, among others 
of extreme technicality, on which hopes have 
foundered. : 


The merger of the Norfolk & Western with 
‘the Virginian, and that of the Charleston & 
Western Carolina with its parent Atlantic 
Coast Line, have afforded experience which 
should be valuable as the same problems 
reappear in subsequent merger negotiations.

City Director of Public Wel- 
fare Bernard F. Dickmann, cam- 
paign chairman, told a group of 
volunteers meeting at St. An- 
thony Hospital that the’ local 
chapter also contributed $174,000 
to the foundation’s national pro- 
gram. 

Dickmann said the funds 
raised last January enabled the 
chapter to give more than 60.,- 
000 polio shots in the St. Louis 
area. 

“We also financed operations 
for 119 children; gave more than 
8500 physical therapy treatments;

ing possible for 12 patients in 
iron lungs, and provided ortho- 
pedic appliances, braces, wheel- 
chairs and special shoes Yor 
1236 patients,” Dickmann cpn- 
tinued.

According to Maltese, animated cartoons began 
originally as picturized nursery rhymes for the movie 
housés. When they came on, the adults would excuse

the kids’ heads without losing them. 


“I've been in. the cartoon business for 25 years and I’ve 
been in every department. Animated cartoons arrived with 
Walt Disney and they’ve come a long way since then. Until 
recently the only cartoons;on television were old ones done 
for thé movie theaters. I used to watch some I had done 
about 45 years ago. Hanna and Barbera, the outfit I’m with 
were the first to come out with products which have all the 
crispness and technical finesse you'd find in theatrical car- 
toons despite the handicap of supplying. so much more than 
theater use. 

“In filling the schedule, they were forced to work out a 
technique of animation that would be faster, actually faster 
than that used in theatrical cartoons. In TV.animation we 

_ have to do about 300 feet of animation a week, as opposed to 
about 25 feet for theatrical cartoons. Some: are a little 
i jerky, but on the whole they're expert jobs.

THE REWARDS of a retired 
school teacher are supposed to 
be the finer things of life. These 
consist of 99 per cent memories 
of jobs well done and one per 
cent pension, a proportion that 
can result in a hardship case. 
In other, happier cases the pen- 
sion ig supplemented adequately 
or is not needed at all. Then the 
memories are worth something. 


Memories are worth something 
to Mildred Baker Bush, a com-— 
manding figure of a woman, 
Miss Bush lives with her brother, 
John A. Bush, former president 
of Brown Shoe Co. He is semi- 
retired, serving as chairman of 
the Board for the shoe company. 


The Bush home at 6807 
Waterman avenue, University 
City, doesn’t base its comfort 
on the monthly teacher’s pen- 
sion, an expression of our 
public gratitude that was $60 
in 1944, increased to $89 in 1951 
and in 1954 reached its current 
magnificence of about $94. 


Miss Bush retired in 1958-after 
50 years of teaching. She re- 
tired in.a blend of modesty and 
grandeur. She walked out of 
class for the last time without 
announcing to the students the 
nature of the day. Then she 
went to Europe.with her brother. 

“I didn’t tell the students I 
was retiring,”” Miss Bush said, 
“though I was tempted to on 
that last day. I° didn’t tell them 
beforehand because I was afraid 
they might: try to do something, — 
to give me something, and I 
didn’t tell them the last day be- 
cause I was afraid they might 
be hurt that I hadn’t told them 
earlier,” 


Going to Europe with her 
brother promptly after retiring 
as a teacher was a trip with’ an 
element of conspiracy in the 
background. 


“T believe my family was wor- 
ried about me,’’ Miss Bush said. 
“I think they were afraid | 
would be lost without my school 
teaching.
